Since Mr. Earle arrived 
by MAIS flight, the Saudi immigration authorities assumed that he was sponsored 
by the U.S. Air Force Authorities at Dhahran Airfield and accordingly issued 
him a residence permit of indefinite duration, However, after Mr. Earle had been 
present at Dhahran for over two months, the Airfield authorities became aware 
that Mr. Earle was engaged in commercial activities (selling securities primarily 
to Americans anployed by Aramco)» ‘Thereupon U.S. military authorities informed 
Mr, Earle that he could no longer remain at the BOQ and turned his passport over 
to the Saudi authorities with the statement that they were not responsible for 
Mr, Earle. The Saudi authorities promptly teminated Mr, Earle's residence 
pemit, but they were unwilling to grant him an exit visa - until he could 
produce a sponsor in Saudi Arabia who would be responsible for any claims that 
might be brought against him. After several attempts the Consulate General 
was finally able to obtain Mr. Earle's release and departure on December 23, 19596 
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After Mr. Earle was advised that he could no longer remain at the Dhahran 
Airfield BOQ and that he must produce a sponsor in order to leave the county, 
Mr. Earle visited the Consulate General. He was advised that he should take all 
the steps he could on his own behalf, and if these proved ineffective, the 
Consulate General would endeavor to be of assistance. At the Consulate General's py; 
suggestion, Mr. Earle called on the Amir's legal advisor, Mr. Shafiq NABIL, and- =z 
with the concurrence of Mr. Nabil, Mr. Earle obtained a kind of "sponsorship" = 
from the Al Khobar branch of the British Bank of the Middle East, limited 
however to about three hundred dollars for a period of six months. Although 
this tirrangement appeared to be satisfactory. to. Mr. Nabil and the Amir, the 
Amir's orders to the passport authorities were that the exit visa should be 
issued in accordance with reguletions, and the Passport office considered ie 
Earle's assurance was inadequate 
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in the case of Americans, the sponsorship of Aramco, authorities at the Dhahran 
Airfield or the United States Consulate General, The sponsorship undertaking 
states that the sponsor agrees to be responsible for all obligations incurred 
by the visitor during his visit in Saudi Arabia and must be wilimited in the 
amount and duration. After several approaches by Consulate General personnel, 
however, the Passport Office. agreed to take limited British Bank guarantee and 
let Mr. Earle depart, provided that he obtain a routine income tax clearsnceée 
This tax clearance was obtained without difficulty. 


The Consulate General has been informed from U.S. military sources that 
Mr. Earle had indicated to the American Embassies in Paris and Bonn that he 
desired to enter Saudi Arabia in connection with a veberans organization of which 
he was a member in Paris, It was apparent from Mr, Earle's attitude and his 
statements that his sole reason for coming to Saudi Arabia was to sell securities; 
his buginess card indicates that Mr, Earle is an international representative 
of the Investors Overseas Services at the following addresses: 119 Rue De 
Lausanne, Geneva; 510 Madison Avenue, New York 22, New Yorke 


The Consulate General has recently been further advised by US military 
sources that although Mr. Earle's trip had its hazardous moments it was quite 
profitable from a business standpoint and Mr. Earle was able to make several 
large sales of securities while heres 


When the Saudi Income Tax clearance and exit visa had been obtained, the 
Consul General firmly advised Mr. Earle to leave the country as quickly as 
possiblee ‘The Consul General stated that since Mr.Farle's statements for the 
purpose of obtaining entry into Saudi Arabia were not straightforward ad since 
he had gotten into difficulties with the Airfield authorities he should leave 
the country at once and should not attempt to return. The Consul General 
pointed out that it often happens in Saudi Arabia that a visa problem will appear 
to be completely resolved one day and that further complications will arise the 
next. The only way to avoid the possibility of such complications was tc leave 
the country quickly. As to Mr. Earle's return, the Consul General's recommendation 
that be not do so was based upon hig understanding that Mr. Earle's representations 
to the American Embassies at Paris and Bonn had not been entirely truthful and 
that difficulties he had with US military authorities at the Dhahran Airfield 
might serve to hinder arrangements for future tripse ; 


Mr. Karle mentioned during his conversation with the Consul General that 
his company was considering a partnership with the Al Gosaibi firm for the sale 
of securities in Saudi Arabia. It is therefore possible that in spite of the 
recommendations of the Consul General Mr. Earle may desire to return.in the future. 
If Mr, Earle can obtain satisfactory sponsorship and arrange his entry in an.

| This despatch transmits as of possible interest to the Department an | 
Embassy translation of the official Pilgrims' Tariff for the 1379 Haj, for 
which pilgrims now are arriving at Jidda almost daily The translation was 
made from an Arabic language pamphlet issued by the Department of Pilgrim 
Affairs in the Saudi Ministry of Finance and National Economy and distributed 
to foreign diplomatic missions by the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. , 


The Pilgrims! Tariff sets forth the various fees and charges to be paid 
by the pilgrims for transportation, rentals, services, quarantine fees, pier or 
airport charges, and other expenses normally incurred during. performance of the 
Haj. There has been practically no change in these fees and charges for 
several years, and the enclosed translation will be found almost identical to 
that of the Pilgrims' Tariff for 1375 submitted with the reference despatch. 
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| PILGRIMS! TARIFF FOR 1377 H (1958) ; 


(Applicable without change to 1379 H (1960)) 


1. It should be known to all pilgrims that the tariff which amounted to 
19% Pounds Sterling (or equivalent) and which the Saudi ArabianGovernment was 
collecting from each pilgrim, has been cancelled since the year 1371 by Royal 
ordere This cancellation is still in force. 


2  ## The charges for the services offered to the pilgrim by different 
people and the charges for his transportation in the Kingdom have been fixed 
to be paid in Saudi riyalse The pilgrim can exchange whatever foreign currencies 
he might have for Saudi riyals in Jidda. 


3e Quarantine fees and pier or airport charges for the incoming and the 
outgoing pilgrims, and charges for living accommodations in the Pilgrim Town 
in Jidda are to be paid by the shipping or airline agents in Jidda, because 
they must include such charges in the sea or air fares they collect from the 
pilgrims. Those agents will be held responsible to pay these charges which 
amount to 63 Saudi riyals for the pilgrims who come by sea and 93 Saudi riyals 
for the pilgrims who come by air, the difference being because the accommodation 
charges in the Airport Pilgrim Town amount to )\0 Saudi riyals (as against only 
10 Saudi riyals in the Pilgrim Town used by sea travellers). 


he 7 Saudi riyals are to be collected by the agent of the Mutawwif 
(the pilgrim's guide in Mecca) upon the arrival of the pilgrim in Jidda. This 
amount represents the charges for the services of the Mutawwif, the agent of 
the Mutawwif and the Zamzami (the man who furnishes the pilgrim with Zamzam water). 


Se 200 Saudi riyals are to be collected from the pilgrims of Indonesia, 
Malaya, Siam and the Philippines only. This amount represents the charges for 
the rent of a house in Mecca, furniture, lights and the rental of a tent during 
the pilgrim's stay in Arafat and Muna. These pilgrims are free either to pay 
this amount to the Mutawwif or to arrange these services themselvese

8. The rent of a house in Mecca, the rent of a tent or a house in Muna, 
living expenses, charges for the services of the guide in Medina and the rent of 
a house in Medina are to be arranged between the pilgrims and the owners of 
these facilitiese Pilgrims from Indonesia, Malaya, Siam and the Philippines 
should pay the charges for the services of the guide in Medina and the rent of a 
house in Medina only, since the charges incurred in Mecca were included under 
article 5 of these instructionse 


9. The personal baggage of the pilgrim may be cleared from customs, 
together with fifty kilos of foddstuffs, free from customs duties. 


10. The pilgrim is not allowed to bring with him commercial goods unless 
they are listed on the manifest of the shipe In this case he should pay the 
speéified customs duties due on such goods listed on the manifeste If the 
goods are not listed on the manifest they will be considered smuggled goods, 
and double customs duties will be levied on such goods; the pilgrim will be 
liable for detention, a matter which may delay him from performing the Hajo 


lle If the pilgrim should wish to travel from Jidda to Mecca first, and 
then to Medina, he should pay the charges for transportation from Mecca to Jidda 
and back to Mecca in addition to the fares fixed for the trip from Jidda to 
Medina. 


12. The luggage permitted each pilgrim to take by car should not exceed 
thirty kilos. If the weight of the luggage should exceed thirty kilos, the 
excess baggage should be transported by other cars and the pilgrim will pay 
for it at the following rates: 


le One Saudi quersh for each kilo of the excess baggage transported 
from Jidda to Mecca or from Mecca to Jidda.

13. The period of stay in Medina is ten days during which the pilgrim does 
not pay any amount to the transportation companys For any additional day which 
the pilgrim may wish to stay in Medina he should pay to the company one riyal 
per daye 


ly. If the pilgrim pays the fare of car transportation and does not use 
this type of transportation, he has the right to ask for reimbursement of the 
money paid, provided that he notifies the company of his decision before the 
date of the trip. But if he has started to use the car and then left it for 
other transportation of his own volition, he will not have the right to ask for 
| reimbursement of his money. In case the pilgrim dies, his return fare from the 
place in which he dies is to be reimbursed to his heirs. 
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| 15. If the pilgrim has paid the fare of the first class transportation | 
and has used only second class, the difference will be refunded to him. if 

he has paid the fare of second class transportation and he then desires to take 
first class transportation, he will be permitted to do so upon payment of the 
difference. 


16. It is requested that the pilgrim approach the Administration of 
Pilgrimage Affairs through his Mutawwif for any information which he requires, 
since this Administration has been established by the Government to render its

| The number of Muslims making the annual pilgrimage to Mecca this year increased 
to 750,000 from 557,601 in 1959, according to statistics released by the Saudi. 
Government. This represents an increase of approximately 3% 


Statistics regarding deaths from various causes are absent, and information from 
official sources on this subject is vague; but fairly reliable sources indicate that 
the number of deaths among pilgrims this year was exceedingly lowe The Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs in a circular note to diplomatic missions in Jidda stated that the 
pilgrimage for 1960 "was clean and free from all epidemic and quarantine diseases." 
Two reliable Lebanese physicians associated with the Lebanese Hospital in Jidda affirm, 
however, that they personally treated, in the Lebanese Hospital, 1) cases of meningitis, 
and that 6 of these persons died. cae 
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One facet of this pilgrimage, which may be of significance to FAA and other 
interested agencies, is the large increase in the number of foreign pilgrims who 
arrived by air - 50,825 in 1960 vs. 33,199 in 1959, an increase of 17,626 or 53%e0 
Mr. Richard Wilson, the American technical manager of Saudi Arabian Airlines, 
informed the Embassy that the 1960 pilgrim air traffic increased greatly and that on 
May 28, 1960 a record number of 181 flights, incoming and outgoing, was recorded at 
Jidda airport without incident.

Dear Senator Javits: wee 

I have received a copy of your letter of June 2, 1961, addressed to 
Mr. Najeeb E. Halaby, Administrator of the Federal Aviation Agency, and 
the Agency's reply of June 13, 1961, which refer to the recent experience 
of Miss Henrietta Y. Zeltrow while a passenger on board an airliner making 
an unschedwiled stop at the Dhahran Airport in Saudi Arabia. Miss Zoltrow 
had earlier brought the matter to the attention of the Department. 


The Department joins the Federal Aviation Agency in deploring the 
inconvenience which Miss Zoltrow apparently was subjected to while the 
eircraft stopped at Dhahran. ‘The airline officials concerned were no 
doubt making a sincere effort to protect Miss Zoltrow from what they 
thought might be an unpleasant experience. However, although Saudi Arabia 
has restricted the entry of persons of Jewish faith irrespective of nation- 
ality since the ArabeIsrael conflict of 1948, no instances of any such 
restrictions being applied to persons in direct transit have been brought 
to the Department's attention in recent years. 


I can assure you that discrimination against American citizens by 
foreign governments because of religious faith is a matter of great cone 
cern to our Government and the Department of State registers its disap- 
proval at every appropriate opportunity to the governments involved, includ- 
ing Saudi Arabia, when instances of such discrimination come to its attene 
tion. However, in the case of Miss Zoltrow, there appears to have been no 
discriminatory action taken by the Saudi Arabian Government.

TRAVEL TO THE ARAB COUNTRIES, ISRAEL AND JERUSALEM 


As an aftermath of the Arab-Israel hostilities of 1948, the movement 
of travelers in the Near East is subject to certain restrictions. These 
restrictions may change from time to time without notice and the general 
information provided below is based on the past experiences of travelers 
in the area as well as on present knowledge of regulations of the coun- 
tries concerned. The Passport Office cannot anticipate the precise cir- 

= cumstances which an individual traveler will encounter at any of the 
border points. 


Tt should be emphasized that the provision of the information below 
does not imply United States Government concurrence in or agreement with 
any legislation or regulation which differentiates between United States 
citizens on the basis of their religious faith. 


_. ARAB STATES' VISA REQUIREMENTS AND RESTRICTIONS 


Yr ge” At the present time certain Arab countries require a visa applicant 

ie present a baptismal certificate or a letter from his pastor stating 

fe the applicant's religion. A person of the Jewish faith or origin with 
the possible exception of a tourist travelling in a group, might not be 
permitted entrance into these countries. A person with an Israel visa, 
entry or exit stamps in his passport, regardless of religion, usually is 


not permitted entrance into Arab countries. 


Travelers should be cautious in accepting advice as to the possibility 
_ of making arrangements for visiting the Arab States after visiting Israel. 
iv . gpAs a general rule, it is advisable to visit the Arab States before visiting 
OT srael. , ——— 


DIRECT TRANSIT BETWEEN ISRAEL AND THE ARAB STATES 


The only point at which private travelers can transfer from Israel- 
controlled territory to Arab-controlled territory and vice versa, is 
through the Mandelbaum Gate at Jerusalem. Special permission is required. 
It is a Jordanian practice to permit the tourist to cross in one direction 
only. Tourists are cautioned that the Arab States' visa requirements and 
restrictions mentioned above generally apply to tourists entering Jordan 
through the Mandelbaum Gate. 


SPECIAL PERMITS TO CROSS AT MANDELBAUM GATE 
There are no direct comnections between travel agencies in the two 


sectors of Jerusalem. However, travel agencies on either side can make 
the necessary applications for crossing permits. They should have at 


M-248 
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least 72 hours advance notice in which to make application. The informa- 
tidh’ needed by the travel agencies is the tourist's name, passport number ," 
date and place of birth, religion, proposed date of crossing and direction, 
i.e., from Jordan to Israel or vice versa. Visas to enter either Jordan or 
Israel can be obtained simultaneously with the border crossing permits. 
However, processing of the permit to enter Jordan is facilitated if the 
traveler has a Jordanian visa in his passport when the application is filed. 


American tourists having no travel agent should contact American Con- 
sulate General, Jersualem. The Consulate General maintains offices in both 
sectors of the city. The office in the Israel-controlled sector is closed 
on Saturdays and Sundays. The office on the Jordan-controlled side is 
closed on Sundays. 


Travelers should be alert to the fact that crossing through the 
Mandélbaum Gate is not permitted at certain times because of local reli- 
gious holidays. As these holidays vary from year to year, tourists should 
consult travel agents for current information. 


ALTERNATE METHOD OF ENTRY 


An alternate method of entry is to fly to Cyprus from an Arab country 
and from Cyprus to Israel. 


ISRAEL VISAS 


Holders of valid United States passports are exempted from the need 
of obtaining visitors visas outside Israel and may apply for them upon 
entry. The visa permits the traveler to remain in Tsrael up to three 
months from the date of entry and may be renewed for further periods up 
to two years.

In addition, they are not required by some foreign countries in the Western Hemisphere for brief 
tourist travel, but persons who visit such places should be in posses sion of documentary evidence 
of their United States citizenship and identity in order to facilitate their reentry into the U.S.A 
native-born citizen should have inhis possession his birth or baptismal certifiedte or some other 
personal document which would be helpful in establishing that he is a United States citizen, such 
as an affidavit of his birth executed by his parents or some other person having personal knowl- 
edge of the date and place of his birth. A naturalized citizen should carry his naturalization cer- 
tificate. Cards showing club membership, insurance policies, driving permits, and other docu- 
ments of this nature are useful for identification purposes.

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T After Mr. Talbot had reported his recent vistit to Saudi Arabia, the 
Ambassador asked what his country could now "expegt." Mr, Talbot remarked on the 
coincidence of views ketween our two countries on \multilateral" subjects as 
reflected in talks he had had with Crown Prince Faisal and Foreign Minister Suwayyil. 
For example, we both agree that Syria's newly-won independence should be supported. 
On bilateral matters, Mrs Talbot said his discussions with Saudi officials with 


regard to the transfer of Dhahran Airfield operations to the Saudi Arabian Govern- 
ment had been satisfactory.

Ambassador Khayyal asked Mr. Talbot whether the subject of Saudi visas for 
Americans of Jewish faith had been raised in any of his discussions. Mr. Talbot 
replied that he had raised the subject with the King's Royal Counselor, Yusif Yassin, 
but the latter had responded negatively and vigorously so. The Ambassador asked 
whether the possible extension of USG credit in connection with the recent Saudi 
Arms purchase request had been discussed. Mr. Talbot replied that this subject had 
not been raised since he had understood this meat be discussed in Washington during 
the King's visit. In reply to the Ambassador's query as to the possibility of such 
credit, Mr. Talbot reviewed some of the difficulties which had been enumerated 
earlier and stated we would provide the Ambassador witha firm reply as soon-as 
possible. The Ambassador stated that his government had made its credit payment 
due in February in connection with previous arms sales "last week." hoe 


Mr. Talbot referred to his recent talk with the Saudi Minister of Education 
during which the latter had alluded to some of the problems confronting Saudi vi 


PPUseHte who come to the U.S. to study. Mr. Talbot said he had called the _* oe 
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Minister's attention to an admissions testing center which had been established 
in Africa to identify the levels of competence of African students and 
suggested the possibility of a similar center for the Middle Hast. The 
Ambassador queried Mr. Talbot as to the possibility of Saudi officials ob- 
taining training in the United States. Mr. Seelye mentioned that arrange- 
ments were being made to train several Saudi Foreign Ministry officials at 
an American institution and referred to a recent exchange of correspondence 
between the mayors of Jidda and E1 Paso with regard to setting up a kind of 
municipality exchange program. The Ambassador asked whether AID might also 
help. Mr. Talbot replied this should be considered in the context of Saudi 
Arabia's overall development planning. 


The Ambassador informed Mr. Talbot that the King had issued orders for 
the release of all items of equipment in the Dammam customs consigned to 
the Consulate General at Dhahran. He stated reciprocity would apply in the 
matter of consular privileges. Mr. Talbot expressed gratitude for the King's 
action. 


Ambassador Khayyal alluded to the King's conversation with the Secretary 
at the White House dinner on February 13 with regard to possible U.S. 
assistance to Saudi Arabia in constructing additional radio stations. The 
Ambassador said the King wishes to obtain three radio transmitters of 5 
kilowatts eech to be installed respectively in Riyadh, Batina snd at Wajh. 
In addition, the Saudi Government would like the services of a specialist 
to assist in the erection and maintenance of these stations. The Ambassador 
said he hoped this assistance could be provided without cost to the Saudi 
Government. Mr. Talbot stated that Saudi Arabia must assign priorities in 
its economic planning and this would seem to be a matter for the Supreme 
Planning Board. The erection of these additional radio stations should be 
considered in the context of Saudi Arabia's total needs. The Ambassador 
asked that consideration be given to these radio stations irrespective of 
Saudi Arabia's total needs. Mr. Talbot promised to look into the matter.

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Traditionably travel by Saudi citizens from Saudi Arabia to the UAR 
2, has not been hampered by any restrictions imposed from the UAR side. ‘The 
requirement of an exit visa», on occasion capriciously withheld, and 
eS serving, among other things, to assure that no one leaves the country 
without settling his outstanding debts, has been imposed by the Saudi 
side on both Saudi citizens and foreigners of whatever nationality, no 
matter what their destination. Exceptions are normally made only for 
citizens of other Arab Peninsula states for whom, in many cases, neither 
entry nor exit visas are required. In the case of UAR citizens desiring 
to visit Saudi Arabia the same stringent conditions imposed by the Saudi 
Government on the issuance of visas for other foreigners have been 
traditionally applied in the past. 
; ab- ; 
During recent months there have been several cases of/normal govern- 
mental interference in movement of persons between the two countries. 
The first instance was in January 1962. when a strike of Egyptians employed 
by Saudi printing firms resulted in a temporary denial to them of Saudi 
exit visas. In retaliation UAR, authorities placed an informal but 
nevertheless effective ban on the exit of Saudi students from Egypt at 
the time of the Ramadan holidays. 


In early May Saudi Arabia placed a complete ban on travel to the’ 
UAR by Saudi citizens. The ban was lifted, however, partly because of 
instant popular protest and partly. because Saudis wanting to goto Egypt 
had merely to transit Beirut in order to circumvent the ban. 


On July 4 the UAR began to require the issuance of a video ‘sends 
citizens going to Egypt. According to Jidda travel agents, thiggrequire~ 
ment was at the same time placed on-Lebanese, Syrian, Jordanian. and at 
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Iranian citizens. It apparently remained in effect for only a few days, however, 
and visas are no longer required for Saudi citizens wishing to go to Egypt. F 


Despite this, during the few days preceding July 23 an entire planeload of 
Saudi citizens were told at the Cairo airport they could not disembark. The 
croup then sent a telegram from Cairo airport to President NASIR saying they 
wished to take part in the July 23 celebrations and asking permission to enter 
the country. ‘heir request was granted but only after the Saudi Airlines Boeing 
707 jet on which they had been traveling had been held on the ground for over 
four hours. 


As a result of this incident Saudi authorities again imposed a temporary 
ban on travel by Saudi citizens to Egypt. Ban seems to have worked in round 
about fashion--Saudi immigration officials refusing to allow Saudi citizens to 
board Cairo bound planes unless their passports had been visaed by the UAR 
Embassy. The Embassy maintained in its turn that since visas were no longer 
required by the UAR Government none could be issued. This left the traveler who 
was determined to reach Cairo no alternative but to go there via Beirut or some 
othex intermediate port outside of Saudi Arabia. As of July 30 Saudis--without 
visas--were again being permitted to fly directly from Jidda to Cairo. Neither 
the travel of non-Saudis nor the schedules of commercial airlines operating 
between Jidda and Cairo was affected during the period of this latest ban. 


The continued desire of many Saudis to visit Cairo is readily apparent. 
Saudi. Airlines personnel state that their three direct Boeing 707 jet flights 
from Jidda to Cairo each week have always been full and that the bulk of the 
passengers have been Saudi citizens. The Saudi press daily has reports of 
departures of prominent personalities from Jidda to Cairo for vacation or other

Efforts have recently been instituted 
Governaent to organize the repatriation of 
Allegally resident in the country. Almost all of them have coe to 
Saudi Arabia as pilgrims and have remained behind after the Pil- | 
grimaze seasons of successive years because their destitute condition 
mide it twpossible for them to finance their return home. Resentinent 
has been caused among the diplonatic representatives of newly inde- 
pendent African states in Jidda because the Saudi Government has so 
far failed to consult with them on the matter of vepatriation. 
Official steps have now been taken to seek such consultation, out 
have 30 far met with no response from the Saudi side.

For about a month and a half the Saudi 4rabian Government has been 
advertising in the daily Saudi newspapers for bids from private fimas for 
the transportation of "Africans" frou Saudi Arabia to their homes of origin. 
There has been considerable confusion over the matters since the numbers of 
persons to be transporteds. their precise nationalities and other: relevant 
details have not. been specified. In addition to the advertisements an 
official announcement by the Saudi tinistry of the Interior has been directes 
through the press to "AZricans of unknown identity or who have rewained 
behind from previous years (following the pilgrimye). The amnounceitent 
states that those of them who "want! to leave will be transported at the 
expense of the Government. and will be forgiven all imposts and taxes for 
resident permits, exit visas» etc. ; 

It is understood that the form of tender to be used by private com- 
panies wishing to bid for the transportation contracts specifies that 
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nations t originally appeared that the Saudi Govermrent expected they would be 
transported by ship; bat since the destination of most of the people involved will 
prestuably be somewlere in West Africa, aircraft now seems to be the more Likely 
weaas of transport. 5s far as is knowa no contracts have yet been concluded betveen 
the Government and private firms. 
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The problem which the Saudi Government is trying to solve involves the presence 
in Saudi Arabia: e:necially in the cities of ligjaz»s of large numbers of Africans, 
wio have come to sri bia to make the Pilgrimage to Hecca in virtually penniless 
condition and have bean unable to finance their return journey. any of them have 
cone fa vast yeats walking overland from West Africa through Sudan taking a ship 
anrnass tae Rad Sen from Port Sudan to Jidda. Frequently they were two of three 
years en route, stopping off along the way to take on odd jobs to keep alive. Ina 
the past two years the governments concerned have been taking steps to control this 
problem. The Sudanese Government has acted to prevent them from entering its terri- 
tory from the west. ‘the tese African governments have introduced better controls to 
prevent indigeat persons from setting out on the pilgrimge. A move was made during 
the last two pilgrimage seasons to reduce the numbers of stranded persons in Saudi 
Arabia by placing them aboard the special planes that were bringing pilgrims into 
the country and would otherwise have returned empty on theix way to pick up additional 
loads. Oniv a few thousand could be taken care of by this means, however; whereas

Yusufu KATSINA, on Sugust 9, as well as by the Deputy Chief of ilission 
with the Charge dtAffaires asi. of the Nigerian Embassy» Hallam H. D. KOLO. Accord- 
ing to Katsina, his embassy knew nothing of the Saudi Government's plans until they 
saw the advertisements for bids in the newspapers. They feel strongly that the 
Yigerian Government should have been consulted from the very first. The Nigerians 
suspect the Saudis intend. to "dump" in Higeria all Africans now in Saudi Arabia.
